Pyles aud a corps of laborers left Ports­ 
m outh, O., recently on a curious expe­ 
dition to the headwaters of K iuuikin- 
nick river, in Flem ing county, Ky.. 
about 60 m iles south of Vanceburg. 
They were well provided w ith survey­ 
ing instrum ents aud tools for digging. 
The object of their search is buried 
treasure. 
B eatty’s father was a soldier 
in the w ar of 1812. 
A comrade with 
whom he enlisted was fatally wounded 
at New Orleans. 
Before dying he gave 
Beatty an cid Spanish map aud other 
maps pud sets of landm arks locating 
the place where a chest of gold aud 
diver coin bad been buried by a relative 
who was a fugitive from justice. 
The 
elder Beatty brought the papers home 
with him. He did not dare to share tile 
caret w ith any one aud, being very 
poor, was able to make bnt little head­ 
way in locating the spot indicated. 
In 
lb(50 he died, bequeathing the-secret to 
iiobcrt Beatty 
The son made many trips 
to the 
Flem ing county hills, m aking the jour­ 
ney afoot aud alone for fear of discov­ 
ery. 
He at last located all the land­ 
marks, but unfortunately aroused the 
suspicion of a party of moonshiners, who 
drove him away with a w arning not to 
come back on pain of death. 
This was 
12 years ago. Since then Beatty bas en­ 
deavored to interest some one who had 
money enough to conduct the search 
properly aud who would agree to under 
take it w ithout demanding a share in 
the entire secret. 
Pyles aud W iehle 
finally made an agreement th at suited ; 
Beatty, and the expedition was fitted 
out. 
The money is stated to be con­ 
cealed in a cave in the limestone rock, j 
sim ilar to the eaves in Carter and Lewis 
counties, the entrance having been cov­ 
ered w ith rooks and earth.

“ The colonial government of Cuba 
desires to make known to the president 
of the United States that although there 
are some Cubans in arms, yet there are 
an immense number who accept home 
rule and are resolved to work zealously 
under tliis form of government in order 
to re-establish pea(;e aud prosperity to 
the land. 
The insurgents form a mi­ 
nority while the autonomists represent 
the majority of the interests of civiliza­ 
tion by means of justice and liberty. 
The Cuban people is an American peo­ 
ple and has, in consequence, a perfect 
right to govern itself a<-cordiug to its 
own wishes and aspirations, and in no 
way would it be just for a foreign will 
to impose upon it a political regime 
which it esteems contrary to its happi­ 
ness and eenscieuce. 
“ The honorable government of Cuba

“ The colonial governm ent of Cuba 
desires to m ake known to the president 
of the U nited States th at although there 
are some Cubans in arm s, yet there are 
an imm ense num ber who accept home 
rule and are resolved to work zealously 
under this form of governm ent in order 
to re-establish peace aud prosperity to 
the land. 
The insurgents form a m i­ 
nority while the autonom ists represent 
the m ajority of the interests of civiliza­ 
tion by means of justice and liberty. 
The Cuban people is an American peo­ 
ple and has, in consequence, a perfect 
right to govern itself according to its

Where so much harm has bt en 
done to all the parts— bones, ligaments, 
tendons aud m uscles—it is easy to un­ 
derstand that m uch pain will result and 
that the cure w ill be tedious. 
In the treatm ent cif a sprain the first 
| thing toshe aimed at is to relieve pain 
, and prevent inflamm ation, then to favor 
healing of the torn structures, and after 
th at to restore the use of the limb. 
The first of these objects is accom­ 
plished by absolute rest of the injured 
part, the limb being raised, and by lead 
and opium wash, a spirit lotion, or snob 
other local applications as the physician 
m ay prescribe. Sw elling is prevented in 
a measure aud pain is sometimes re­ 
lieved by firm bandaging with a flan­ 
nel bandage. 
When the swelling, beat and pain 
are gone, the lim b should not be used I 
too soon, but should be brought gradu- j 
uiiy back to health by cold douching, 
dry rubbing in a direction toward the 
body and passive motion. 
It is some­ 
tim es necessary in very severe cases to 
treat the sprain by means of splints, ex- > 
actly as if it were a fracture or dislooa 
tarn. — Youth’s Com [tan ion.
